20,000 Deaf Mutes 
Of Catholic Parents 


New York, N. Y.—James F. Don- 
nelly of Richmond Hill, a deaf mute, 
who for 28 years has published at his 
own experise the Catholic Deaf Mute, 
a monthly paper, estimates that there 
are between 20,000 and 25,000 deaf 
mutes of Catholic parentage in the 
United States. A great majority of 
these, Mr. Donnelly says, are in dan- 
ger of losing their faith because of 
their education in State schools under 
non-Catholic influence. 

The problem of the deaf mute, he 
says, is a puzzling one, because, un- 
like the blind or crippled, the, deaf 
mute bears no mark of his misfortune 
and does not readily enlist sympathy. 

“There are many reasons,” Mr. Don- 
nelly says, “why our own Catholic 
deaf should have a larger place in the 
scheme of things. One reason is that 
a deaf mute lost to the faith means 
the loss of others in succeeding gene- 
rations. Deaf mutes marry and have 
children who are in full possession of 
all their faculties. The deaf mute par- 
ent, having lost the precious gift of 
faith, has none to transmit to his off- 
spring, and the loss grows in widen- 
ing circles down the years.”

London.—When the oldest member 
of the English hierarchy, Bishop Lacy

In these days of home disunity, if not of veritable home 
unhappiness, devotion to the Holy Family of Nazareth 
should be fostered. That family was of God’s own construc- 
tion. He sent an angel to Mary to make known His will, and 
sent the same angel to Joseph to apprise him that he was to 
become Mary's husband, then to their keeping He intrusted 
His own beloved Son. 

Addressed to this perfect family is a beautiful prayer, 
privileged and indulgenced by the Church if said before a 
representation of the Holy Family. It reads as follows: 

“C) most loving Jesus, Who by Thy sublime and beauti- 
ful virtues of humility, obedience, poverty, modesty, charity, 
patience, and gentleness, and by the example of Thy do- 
mestic life, didst bless with peace and happiness the family 
which Thou didst choose on earth, in Thy clemency look 
down upon this household, humbly prostrate before Thee 
and imploring Thy mercy. Remember that this family be- 
longs to Thee; for to Thee we have in a special way dedi- 
cated and devoted ourselves. Look upon us in Thy loving 
kindness, preserve us from danger; give us help in time of 
need; and grant us the grace to persevere to the end in imi- 
tation of Thy Holy Family; that having revered Thee and 
loved. Thee faithfully on earth, we may bless and praise 
Thee eternally in Heaven. O Mary, most sweet Mother, to 
thy intercession we have recourse, knowing that thy Divine 
Son will hear thy prayers. And do thou, O glorious pat- 
riarch,; St. Joseph, assist us by thy powerful mediation, and 
offer, by the hands of Mary, our prayers to Jesus, Amen.”
